Fire losses in St. Louis in the 
municipal fiscal year which ended 
last April were $1,304,520, compared 
with $1,396,398 in the year before, 
according to the annual report of 
the Department of Public Safety, 
filed with the Board of Public Ser- 
vicé today. ‘There were 6479 fire 
alarms in the last fiscal year, or 
seven more than in the preceding 
year, and 560 false alarms, or 56 
fewer than in the year before. 

Twenty firemen were injuréd se- 
riously and 31 slightly in the last 
year. Expenses of the Fire De- 
partment for the year’ were $1,986,- 
493. Principal causes of fires were: 
Short circuits, 529; rubbish, 406; 
automobile backfiring, 272; chim- 
neys, 247; flues, 200; cigars, cigar- 
ettes and pipes, 143; matches, 65. 
Of the fires, 1018 were in automo- 
biles.,

TRUSTEES OF DAWES LOAN 
TIE UP INTEREST FUND: 
GERMANY TO RETALIATE 


Refusal to — $76,000,000 to — | 
Government Leads to Hint That Money 
in Reichsbank bs en Be Confiscated. 


By the Associated Press. 

BERLIN, July 17.—The three 
trustees of the Dawes loan to Ger- 
many today served notice that they 
were tying up funds set aside for 
interest payments, a step which 
brought a threat of retaliatory 
measures from the Reichsbank. 

Duties on tobacco, sugar, beer 
and brandy, mortgaged under pro- 
visions of the Dawes loan, are set 
aside for service on the loan, and 
the trustees today announced. that 
they would refuse to release from 


monthly to the German Govern- 
ment (about $76,000,000). 

The revenue from the duties, for 
formal transactional reasons, re- 
main on deposit in the Reichsbank’s 
vaults. 

In behalf of the Government a 
charge of “chicanery” was made, 
and retaliatory measures were 
proclaimed. An official statement 
emphasized that 50 per cent of the 
Dawes loan interest, due Oct. 15, 
had been deposited in the Bank of 
International Settlements. The 
Government announced its inten- 
tion to take “the necessary meas- 
ures to insure these revenues being 
usd for their intended purpose.” 

Threat of Confiscation. 

The statement was interpreted 
as a threat to confiscate the money 
on deposit at the. Reichsbank. 
Neither the bank nor the Finance 
Ministry, however, would indicate 
what measures are contemplated. 

The Government statement con- 
tends that “vital interests of the 
Reich are jeopardized through the 
step taken by the loan trustees.” 
It was pointed out that the Young 
loan is unaffected, because it has 
no mortgaged securities. 

“As a result of the Reichsbank’s 
foreign currency — situation the 
monthly payments due July 15 for 
service on the Dawes and Young 
loans could not be placed at the dis- 
posal of the trustees,” the state- 
ment continues. “These due pay- 
monts amounted to 4,220,000 marks 
(about $1,400,000) for the Dawes 
loan and 6,300,000 marks (about 
$2,400,000) for the Young loan. In- 
terest payments to various loan 
creditors are due Oct. 15 on the 
Dawes account and Dec. 1 on the 
Young loan. 

Negotiations With Creditors. 

“In view of these payment dates 
the German Government got in 
contact with the governments of 
those countries which issued the 
loans for the purpose of improving 
the situation and rstoring Ger- 
many’s transfer ability. Such an 
agreement already has been reached 
with England.” 

The German Government. “al- 
ready has turned over to special 
accounts. at the Reichsbank the 
monthly payments due for individ- 
ual issues of various countries,” the 
statement continues. “In addition, 
the sum of 4,300,000 marks was 
taken out of the mortgaged rev- 
enues by the trusteees and held as 
security for payments when due.” 

The statement complains that the 
200,000,000 marks monthly which 
the trustees propose to withhold is 
equivalent to 50 times the Dawes 
service. 


U. S. REFUSES TRADE 
_DEAL FOR PAYMENTS 


By the Associated Press. 
WASHINGTON, July 17. — The 
United States has refused to grant 


Germany any special agreements 
involving trade concessions or clear- 
ing arrangements in order to ob- 
tain equal treatment for American 
holders of Dawes and Young bonds 
estimated at $600,000,000. 

Secretary of State Hull in a note 
left at the German Foreign Office 
yesterday by William E. Dodd, the 
American Ambassador at Berlin, re- 
jected overtures for a compromise 
settlement made by the German 
Government and reiterated this 
Government's insistence that Amer- 
icans be given the same treatment 
in any financial] settlement as is ac- 
corded to nationals of any other 
nation. 

The text of the note follows: 
“Tie United States Government 
‘considers it essential in view of 
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ing * undertake direct —— 
| tions settlements on behalf of 
——— of foreign securities. : 

“Since the original contracts were 
entered into with private citizens 
insofar as the United States is cdn- 
cerned, this Government has felt 
that subsequent negotiations for 
settlements should be left to the | 
direct representatives of the bond- 
holders. This, — *——— has in no 
sense implied indifference to the 
treatment accorded them. 

% Equality of Treatment. 

“The American Government has 
in fact at all times insisted on and 
defended their right to equality of 
treatment as compared with the 
treatment given nationals of other 
countries. 

“With respect to the specific situ- 
ation now under consideration the 
American Government desires to 
stress the fact that it cannot recog- 
nize the claim on the part of a for- 
eign .government to withhold such 
equal treatment or to render it con- 
tingent upon special agreements in- 
volving trade concessions, clearing 
arrangements, or similar measures. 

“Furthermore, in the opinion of 
the American Government, there 
can be no justification for differen- 
tiation between creditors having ex- 
actly the same unequivocal pledges 
from the German Government, and 
in whose favor exactly the same 
revenues were hypothecated with a 
clear absence of reservations, writ- 
ten or implied, at the time the ob- 
ligations were contracted. 

“In the circumstances the Ameri- 
can Government must request an 
early indication on the part of the 
German Government of the reme- 
dial measures which it proposes to 
take.” 


Nature of Loans. 


The Dawes loan is officially des- 
ignated as the German external loan 
of 1924. Bonds, bearing 7 per cent 
interest, were issued in different 
currencies and floated in the Unit- 
ed States, Great Britain, Belgium, 
France, Holland, Italy, Sweden, 
Switzerland and Germany to yield 
approximately 800,000,000 gold marks 
(about $190,400,000 at that time). 

Paragraph 3 of the agreement en- 
tered into between the German 
Government and the trustees for the 
bondholders provided that all bonds 
issued by the German Government 
should rank equally “irrespective of 
date or place of issue or otherwise.” 

An official statement, prepared by 
Hans Luther, Minister of Finance 
(now Ambassador to the United 
States), said the loan was “a direct 
and unconditional obligation of the 
German Government chargeable on 
all the assets and revenues of the 
Government.” - 

The Young loan is officially the 

German Government international 
5% per cent loan of 1930, amounting 
to about $300,000,000, of which one- 
third was for the German railways, 
telegraph and postoffice, and two- 
thirds for obligations to creditor 
governments. 
In addition to carrying the prom- 
ise for equal treatment the bonds 
were described by Paul Molden- 
hauer, Minister of Finance, as fol- 
lows: 

“The payment of the principal, 
‘interest and sinking fund of’ the 
loan is a ‘direct and unconditional 
obligation of the German Govern- 
ment to the bondholder, for which 
the full faith and credit of the Ger- 
man Government are pledged.”

Raises Prices of Wheat and 
Rye But Keeps Bread 
Same — Move to Avert 


By the Associated Press, 

BERLIN, July 17.—High prices 
were fixed for wheat and rye today 
as the German Government took 
over complete control of grains from 
the time of their harvest until they 
pass through the bakery. 

Bread prices, however, will 
held at the same level. 

The new plan was recognition of 


the poor crop yield and the possi- 
bility of a food shortage, due largely 
to drouth. 

Since bread prices must be kept 
stable, it was announced; the farm- 
er, dealer ang miller would have 
to divide the loss from decreased 
crops. The new fixed prices, it was 
pointed out, will only partly com- 
pensate the farmer, who must “sac- 
rifice with the rest for the public 
good.” 

' Prices for wheat will be boosted 
by about $4 a ton and rye will go 
up about $2.50 a ton. 

The program goes into.effect in 
October. It provides for an~in- 
creased use of rye, strict limita- 
tons of the purchasing and mixing of: 
foreign grains, especially wheat, and 
the building up of a grain reserve 
for next year. 

All existing organizations of 
millers, grain dealers and bakers 
are placed under one central - or- 
ganization. Observers pointed out 
the Nazi Government appeared to 
be in a difficult position because of 
its promises to farmers and its an- 
nounced determination to keep

MACHADO ESCAPE FROM JU. S. 


A. M. Scott Said Fugitive Cuban 
Ex-President Promised to 
Make Him Wealthy.

MIAMI, Fia., July 17.—Gerardo 
Machado, former Cuban President, 
is now in the Dominican republic 
after flight from the United States 
abgaérd the 80-foot auxiliary schoon- 
er Boreas, Capt. A. M. Scott of the 
ship disclosed here today. 

Machado, whose extradition to 
Cuba was sought was described by 
Scott as a man “frightened, terribly 
frightened,” who promised much to 
Scott and then forgot when a 
friendly Dominican coast guard 
cutter took him aboard. “He said 
he would make me independently 
rich for life,” said the sea captain 
whose craft provided Machado’s es- 
cape. 

Surrounded by friends, Machado 
now lives in a small house perched 
at the top of a mountain trail in 
the highlands back from the sea- 
coast near Manzanillo Bay. The 
cutter lay alongside the Boreas for 
the transfer at Monte Cristi, a 
short distance west of Manzanillo 
Bay on the north coast. 

Chartered through a third party 
ostensibly for a Caribbean fishing 
trip by men named “Cohen” and 
“Este,” the Boreas took its pas- 
sengers aboard June 16 at Lewes, 
Del, when rough water forced can- 
cellation of a rendezvous at Reho- 
both, on the other shore of Cape 
Henlopen, Del.

Upton’s “Tactics” and the science of mili- 
tary maneuvers, in all probability never 
read Henry George’s “Progress and Pov- 
erty.” Otherwise he might have been 
guided by the following: 

“Nor can the state cure poverty by reg- 
ulating wages. It is as much beyond the 
power of the state to regulate wages as 
it is to regulate the rates of interest. 
Usury laws have been tried again and 
again, but the only effect they have ever 
had has been to increase what the poorer 
borrowers must pay.” } 

It will be remembered that price-fixing 
was at first a part of the program but, 
after enormous expense and trouble, this 
experiment was scrapped many months 
later. Gen. Johnson and Dr. Tugwell are 
undoubtedly sincere in saying that they 
will scrap the various experiments now 
being tried with the expenditure of bil- 
lions of dollars of taxpayers’ money just 
so soon as these are found to be imprac- 
ticable. Had these men been well versed 
in political economy, however, these ex- 
periments would never have been made.

But, 
more important, Attorney-General Cummings has 
just announced that the Department of Justice is 
pushing forward with renewed vigor its inquiry into 
the monopolistic practices with which the corpora- 
tion has been charged. * 

This is not the first time that the Aluminum cor- 
poration has been accused of employing the methods 
of monopoly. In 1912, a Fedéral Court concluded that 
it enjoyed “a substantial monopoly of the production 
and sale of aluminum in the United States” and per- 
petually enjoined it from refusing to sell aluminum 
to competitors, from delaying shipments to them, 
from delivering defective materials and from charg: 
ing them prices higher than those collected from its 
own subsidiaries. In 1924, the Federal Trade Com- 
mission reported that the corporation had repeated- 
ly violated this decree, charged that it had virtually 
monopolized high-grade bauxite lands and concluded: 
“The Aluminum Co. of America, with its complete 
monopoly of the production of aluminum in the Unit- 
ed States, fortified by a high protective tariff on 
imports, controls the domestic price of sheet alum- 
inum to utensi] manufacturers.” , 

In 1925, Mr. Justice Stone, then Attorney-General, 
wrote the Federal Trade Commission that its evi- 
dence convinced him that the Aluminum company 
had “violated several provisions of the decree” and 
that he had instructed his department to bring the 
investigation “down to date.” Almost immediately, 
Mr. Stone was elevated to the Supreme Court, John 
Garibaldi Sargent became Attorney-General and the 
investigation was dropped. But the complaints were 
not stilled. 

In 1926, a resolution, introduced by Senator Walsh 
of Montana, asking authority to conduct a thorough- 
going investigation into the company’s practices, was 
defeated in the Senate by the slender margin of 36 
to 33. In the same year, counsel for the Trade Com- 
mission asserted that the corporation had “unfairly 
restricted competition in the sale and distribution 
of secondary aluminum and the production and sale 
of aluminum sand castings” and urged that a cease- 
and-desist order be issued prohibiting it from boost- 
ing the price of aluminum scrap, monopolizing pro- 
duction of aluminum sand castings, preventing com- 
petitors from getting aluminum and otherwise res- 
training commerce in the metal. In 1928, counsel for 
the commission again complained that the Aluminum 
company had monopolized bauxite deposits and pow- 
er sites, controlled the market for foreign aluminum 
in the United States, excluded competitors from the 
domestic market and sold aluminum to its subsidi- 
aries at less than cost. In 1930, the Trade Commis- 
sion dismissed these complaints. Both the commis- 
sion and the Department of Justice may not have 
been uninfluenced by the fact that the principal 
owner of the corporation served, from 1921 to 1932, 
as Secretary of the Treasury in the Cabinets of, three 
Presidents. 

Meantime, however, the independent competitors of 
the company had not been idle. In 1931, the Baush 
Machine Tool Co.: filed suit against the Aluminum 
corporation in the Federal District Court of Con- 
necticut, demanding $9,000,000 in damages and com: 
plaining that the corporation held ‘the bulk of the 


world’s bauxite, used unfair methods of competition, 


and controlled prices. Early this year, a jury decided 
for the defendant. This verdict has now ‘been re- 
versed by the United States Circuit Court of Appeals 
in New York. It is this decision which has encour- 
aged the Department of Justice to renew the investi- 
gation, which it had allowed to languish for nearly a 
decade.

No one who has observed the cumbersome nature 
of the Federal impeachment machinery can fail to be 
impressed by the argument of Representative Hatton 
W. Sumners of Texas, the chairman of the Judiciary 
Committee of the House, in favor of simplification. 


ent of the Post-Dispatch, that the impeachment proc- 
ess is so difficult, so thankless, that the hardiest leg 
islator hesitates to invoke {t. Yet there are few con- 
gressional duties comparable in importance with that 
of purging the courts of faithless Judges. 

From @ wide experience with impeachment pro- 
ceedings, Mr. Sumners suggests that when a Judge or 
other official is Kaled by the House before the bar 
of the Senate for trial, the Senate, instead of sitting 
in a body to hear the evidence, should delegate that 
duty to a committee, just as it now delegates numer- 
dus other tasks. The impeachment committee would 
recommend a verdict; this would be the limit of its 
powers. The Senate as a whole would continue to 
render all verdicts, a two-thirds vote, as stipulated by 
the Constitution, being required for conviction. The 
Senate would have before it, besides the finding of 
the committee, a full transcript of the evidence, and 
{it could call for additional evidence, on special points, 
before the whole body of the Senate. 

The plan deserves the careful consideration of the 
next Congress. . 

Mr. Sumners makes a second and more radical pro- 
posal, namely, that some machinery be devised for 
the removal of officials for misconduct short of 
impeachable offenses. This proposal, too, is worthy 
of study, though it involves an interpretation of the 
Constitution that is certain to provoke dissent. In 
any case, it is gratifying that a highly important 
problem has been tackled by such a eompetent and 
vigorous legislator as the veteran Representative 
from Texas. No righteous Judge need be alarmed 
by any of his suggestions. . 
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HOW TO TREAT COMMUNISTS. 

Robert Minor, who gave up a promising career as 
a cartoonist to become a Communist leader, last week 
visited two communities in adjacent Illinois. When 
he appeared in East St. Louis, he was surrounded by 
some 26 policemen and detectives, arrested .and 
charged with disorderly conduct and holding a meet- 
ing without a permit. Granting that under the East 
St. Louis ordinance, Minor should have sought a per- 
mit, there was no excuse for such a display of po- 
lice strength, and certainly none for Police Commis- 
sioner Lauman’s retort that he didn’t “care anything 
for the Bill of Rights,” and that he was proceeding 


The meeting at Collinsville was held in the City 
Hall Park; and Minor and his audience enjoyed its 
trees and breezes from 7 o’clock until after 10. Two 
electric lights, whose current doubtless was furnished 
by the city, tlluminated the speaker as he stood in 
the public bandstand. People came, sat on the lawn 
and went at their pleasure. If there was a police- 
man around, no one knew it. The only censorship 
exercised was that of the individual, who listened as 
long as he wanted to and then departed. The Com-, 
munist had his say. No shirts were torn. No heads 
were bruised. The Constitution remained in force. 

Local police authorities may not realize it, but their 
attitude is an all-important factor in the growth or 
decline of Communist sentiment in this country. 
Where police treatment tends to make martyrs, the 
ranks are certain to be swelled. Faithfulness to 
American traditions of free speech, a free press and 
the right to assemble is our Government's best pro- 
tection. 

Communism is a way of life that Americans wise- 
ly want to keep from their shores. That in itself 
should be enough to cause us to remember with Jus- 
tice Holmes: “If there is any principle of the Con- 
stitution that more imperatively calls for attach- 
ment than any other, it is the principle of free 
thought—not free thought for those who agree with 
us, but freedom for the thought that we hate.”

R. VANDELEUR, leader of the general 
strike in San Francisco, states that 
“the action was thrust upon them (i. e., 
the men) by the shipowners of San Francis- 
co, who, by their refusal to concede two 
reasonable demands, made upon them by 


. their employes, brought about this state 


of affairs.” : 

But what is the state of affairs that has 
actually been brought about by the dect- 
sion of organized labor to fight the ship- 
owners with a general strike? A conflict 
between one group of employes and one 
group of employers has been transformed 
into a conflict between organized labdér on 
the one hand and, on the other, the general 
public, the city, the State, and perhaps 
ultimately the Federal Government. 

Organized labor, by its decision, undoubt- 
edly meant to add to the pressure upon the 
shipowners. But in fact, it will relieve the 
pressure upon them and raise up 
urably greater forces of resistance to or- 
ganized labor. For whatever the general 
public and the authorities may think of the 
shipping dispute, they are now confronted 
with a situation where it id impossible for 
them to be neutral. They are compelled 
by the general strike to take measures 
to defeat the general strike.
